Half a do/.en other miners are miflaing, 


and may be in the mines. 


Very little damage was done to the 


mine, but it will be kept closed until 
tho state inspector arrived tomorrow.

vatcr gas. Tbo present contract entered 
oto by the company and the city was 
drawn in a very slipshod rnaniiur and 
contrary to the usual custom of cities 
does not specify the caudle power oi the 
;aa to be used. 
Tho present contract provides that the 


carnpauy shall furnish and maintain 
ighteen or more electric lights of not 
UBS tli an 150U caudlo power each. 
The 


city agrees to,pay the expenss of all ad- 
ditional wires to supply lights farther 
hau two blocks from any line cf wire 
already constructed — in other words, tbe 
city pave for the excess of wire over that 
distance. Each light shall be kept burn- 
ng from dusk till 1 a.m., except when 
:he moon is Binning sufficiently to light 
he streets. Tbe rate for each electric 
ight is $12 per mouth. 
Tbe contract provides for ten or more 
;,i3 elreet lamps of standard size and 
attern, to be kept bnrning from 1 a.m. 
mtil suoriee, except when the moon ie 
Burning, etc., the city to pay $2.50 per 
moutli and $E> per month, for gas lamps 
iiirning flora dusk till daylight. 
When tbe new contract IB mado it 


would be well for tbe council to specify 
what it shall pay for tbe excees of elec- 
ric wires unteuiu the two-block limit, 
and also to upocily the minimum ctindla 
>ower of each gas light. Then the tex- 
mycrs will have a K»arantee that they 
vill jj,et thoir money 'a' worth, whether it 
jit in" (;oal gas or water gas.

A topic touchei upon in Governor 


Mark ham's recent message which de- 
serves amplification and agitation by the 
iress IB the Btatua ol agricultural asuoci- 
itiona under patronage of the state, and 
,heir duties to California agriculture. 
The decorum and conservatism ol ex- 
pression required in a etate paper pre- 
vents the governor from expreesimt him- 
self in as vigorous tanenago as the sub- 
ject deserves, but those who aro accus- 
10 reading the interlines of euch docu- 
ments may readilv catch hie meaning. 
It is, in etfect, thai these subsidized eo- 
cietine have failed to do their duty 
that, while they aro annually drawing 
from the state treasury the aggregate 
sum of §215,000, they fail to render a 
proper equivalent therefor; that, under 
thiB so-called "atimuluB" (whi-.h is not 
a stimulus at all) agriculture in this 
etate, BO eplendidly favored by nature, 
tails to meet the modest requirement of 
supplying our own markets with meats, 
poultry, butter, cheese, eggs, potatoes, 
Hour and oiher mill 
products, hay, 


starch, olive oil and canned goode. The 
figures given cf our imports iu gome of 
th^ee lines are actually astounding. 


Aud, 
after presenting the outlines iu 


line strong light, tha governor leaves 
the 
details 
to 
be filled in from 


the knowledge which the people already 
have of the Bitnation. Uo lioes not pro- 
tend to say just how these agricultural 
associations have failed, nor why. We 
(eel impelled to take up the subject at 
this point and supply the hiatus by re- 
peatiug a few plain, disagreeable truths 
that have hitherto bcsn presented by 
this journal: 
The subsidized "agricultural" associ- 


ations ere failures, because tliay have 
turned their backs upon legitimate agri- 
culture and have devoted almost their 


.tire energies sad rc-onrcos to horse- 


racing. Horse-racing in our day is sim- 
ply gambling, and gambling is not, and 
uevor can be, agriculture, This industry 
comprehends toe breeding and utiliza- 
tion of all kinds of stock, uud au agri- 
cultural association may properly ex- 
hibit creditable 
specimens time pro- 


duced; but when one of the character- 
istics of one family of stock is singled 
out—say tho speed of horses— and this 
point ia magnified hoyond all others and 
almost to the exclusion of all others, 
while ita legitimate purpose ia perverted 
nod turned into a gambling device, than 
it ia no louder a stimulus to agriculture. 
If practiced in tho name of agriculture, 
absorbing tho 
mouov and attention 


whioh abould ha properly distributed to 
the various brunches, it becomes an ab- 
solute enemy to the- industry—a clog, n 
fitmnbling block, nn evil without jusHG- 
cullon of uoy nort. 
It is not eimply that the mcelingri of 


these eo-called "agricultural" associa- 
tions stimulate £ ambling on the speed 
of horses to tbu obscuration of all re- 
nultfl of farming, but they furnish a ral- 
lying point for gamblers ol all sorts. 
Take tlie state fair, held at Sacramento, 
as un example. For years it baa fur- 
nished a perfect saturnalia lor men who 
eke out a living by games of chance. Alt 
the gamblers ID tne etate rallr at Sacra- 
mento on these occasions. The poker 
sharp is there; the faro and keno men 
loom up with their layouts; the three- 
card monto man, the thimbierig manip- 
ulator, the engineer of the roulette 
wheel, the rouge-et-noir artist and the 
confidence broker are all within easy 
reach of the pool-seller. Some of these 
fellows, who, if they ware attempt to ply 
their callings openly in any city of tbe 
slate, would bo promptly arrested, are 
allowed to fleece tbo greenies in attend- 
ance upon the etate fair without let or 
hindrance. They may even have a li- 
cense from tlie managers of tho fair to 
operate on the ground?. At any rate 
it ia recognized as "the thing"—gamb- 
ling IB in tbe air, and the sentiment of 
the management is against Interfering 
with it in any form. Our Sixth Diatrlct 
Agricultural association meetings at the 
part ere of the same pieca, Tho Times 
has exposed its gambling iniquities and 
protested against them for years, but 
without avail. 


If the state ol California were to meet 
tie tituation eqiureiy ami conclude that 
tbis sort of tuing in wlut it wants, 
tt e Appropriation bills which pass the 
legislature should have preambles, rend- 
ing: "Whereas, it ia deemed necessary 
f^r the promotion of gambling, and for 
tho encouragement of men who live by 
games of chance, that flute and district 
unfair6 phould he held," and eo forth. 
That would be the honeet way of putting 
it. We say it is a mean, hypocritical de- 
vice to shoulder off upon agriculture the 
responsibility of Bobsicizing tbe saturna- 
lias of vice. 


Now we confront the astounding con- 


clusion that the state of California, 
which declares in ita statute hooka that 
gambli'g ie a crime—which prescribes 
stringent measures for the suppression 
of gambling as a practice against good 
morals and the best interests of society 
—annually appropriates out of the pub- 
lic funds the onm of $215,000 for the en- 
couragement of this same crime! When 
presented without illusion or glamour, 
how monstrous tbe idea becomes! Will 
the people of California much longer 
endure this me!appropriation of their 
funds? 
Ought they not to nrisj in 


righteous indignation and demand that 
the ioiqnity shall cease? 


We need to think that it might be pos- 


sible to reform the established agricult- 
ural aseociatioDH and 
gradually turn 


them into their legitimate channels, but 
we are now convirced, after Ecveral 
years of effortj that tho gambling influ- 
ence has cot tuo Btrorjfrahold upon them 
to be removed. The* whole system id 
rotten to the core, and there is no remedy 
that will reach it bat utter ex'ermina- 
tion. Lot the elate cut t if nil aj.[»roprip.- 
ticn?, and deny official Bativiion ID theee
